Mayor fights off spectre 
of political suicide 


Suddenly, the whole can of 
worms that St. Albert has 
become over the last two 
years finally came to roost at 
a public meeting in the St. 
Albert Community Hall last 
Monday night. 

About 300 people were 
confronted with the massive 
planning problems that face 
St. Albert - which will 
become a City at the turn of 
the year - as they discussed a 
relatively minor issue, the 
possible arrival of a 75,000 
square foot shopping centre 
into the Forest Lawn area of 
town. 

In a twinkling, the political 
future of St. Albert Mayor 
Dick Plain was put on the 
carpet after he came into the 
discussions from a town 
administrative meeting in 
‘the town hall annex. 

But the mayor astutely 
turned what could have been 
a chance to commit political 


suicide into something of a 
personal victory as he pro- 
mised citizen input in the 
planning process, and calm- 
ed fears of instant devel- 
opment. 

It was a resident who 


raised the spectre of Mayor 
Plain’s politica! suicide. 
**Mayor Plain can’t afford 
politically to retract what 
he’s said.’’ (Mayor Plain had 
said there was no approval in

the works for Daon De- 
velopment’s proposed shop- 
ping centre bounded by 
Fairchild Drive, Fairoaks 
Drive, Fairview Boulevard 
and Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue. He had also pro- 
mised council would be more 
than available for public 
input in the next six months, 
as St. Albert tried to chart its 
future course during the 
critical period.) 

‘*He’ll commit political 
suicide if he runs through 
with it anyway,’’ the resident 
suggested. 

Against the backdrop of 
major annexations to St. 
Albert’s northwest and nor- 
theast, which could add 
about 50,000 to St. Albert’s 
present 23,000 population, 
and faced with a $30 million 
downtown core redevelop- 
ment, Mayor Plain defended 
the credibility of his council 
and planners. At a number of 
points he drew warm app- 
lause. 

‘*We are trying to make 
decisions on locating in sen- 
sible places; we are not 
stupid ... we welcome you 
(for input) and we have to 
decide where this community 
is going in the next six 
months.”’ 

Whatever people thought 
of the town’s record, the 
mayor pointed out that if two 
year’s planning was jeopar- 
dized, then ‘‘We’re fini- 
shed.’” 

Councillor Barry Bread- 
ner, who also got down to the 
meeting, said one of the 
great disappointments he 
had suffered on council was 
the lack of public interest in 
town affairs. Complaining of 
the lack of response, he 
cried, ‘‘For God’s sake par- 
ticipate in (public) meet- 
ings.”’ 


CO-CHAIRMAN CALLED 
A “LITTLE RUDE” 


As Mayor Plain addressed 
the gut issue of the public 
meeting, the shopping centre 
development, there came 
some verbal sparring be- 
tween himself and the 
co-chairman of the St. Albert 
Forest Lawn District Asso- 
ciation (unincorporated) Bill 
Shields. 

Mayor Plain was finding it 
difficult to make headway 
with Mr. Shields who chided 
the mayor on the lack of 
suceess the town had had in 
bringing out the public to 
open forums, citing the 
advisory general plan com- 
mittee as one. 

Mentioning that the asso- 
ciation had got the people 
“‘out tonight,’” Mr. Shields 
said ‘‘perhaps we are doing 
something right and you are 
doing something wrong.’’ 

Mayor Plain called for fair 
play as he talked of comm- 
ercia! development proposals 
‘*just coming out of the 
woodwork”’ the town 
MPC juggling with five such 
proposals at the moment. 

‘Indeed we’ve just asked 
people to serve on special 
committees, the mayor said, 
adding there was information 
about town plans inthe St. 
Albert library. 

Mr. Shields continued 
confronting the mayor as 
Mayor Plain tried to keep an 
even keel by almost blurting, 
‘MPC hasn’t gone through 
the technical details yet,’’ 
and “‘I came out to listen to 
the people,’’ and “‘It hasn't 
got to council, the body for 
approval.”’ 


At this point a member of 
the public gave Mr. Shields a 
broadside saying, ‘‘Mr. Ch- 
airman I think you are being 
a little rude.’’ This drew 
plenty of applause from the 
audience, who must have 
thought they were witness- 
ing a heavyweight boxing 
match. 

Rod Schroder, general 
manager of Daon Develop- 
ments didn’t get a very good 
reception at the meeting. 
Mr. Schroeder poured out 
statistics about the 2,384 
students and the 674 ele- 
mentary students at the four 
schools in the area (Paul 
Kane High School, Lorne 
Akins Junior High, and the 
Vince Maloney and Sir Al- 
exander Mackenzie schools). 


DON’T LIKE IDEA OF 
SHOPPING CENTRE 


Obviously, Forest Lawn 
residents don’t like the idea 
of a shopping centre, with 
the traffic problems it'll 
bring into residential areas. 

As Mr. Schroeder tried to 
justify the company’s posi- 
tion, he finally was told, 
‘*‘We shouldn’t waste time 
arguing with this gent, we 
waste yaluable time listening 
to this man telling us a bunch 
of bad stories ... let’s get a 
hundred more good reasons 
from the citizens of St. 
Albert.”’ 

The resident thought the 
best mode of action was to 
deal with the local council. 

Mr. Schroeder did not 
seem to impress with his 
figures about garbage pick- 
ups and delivery truck 
movements. He suggested 
there would be six to eight a 
week with one garbage 
pick-up. A resident pointed 
out that at a smaller store 
there was twice weekly 
pick-up (for garbage). 

A resident also expressed 
concern that deliveries at the 
proposed centre would start 
at five in the morning. 

Another resident's com- 
ment on the shopping centre 
was that it was ‘‘gonna be a 
bigger garbage dump than 
what we expect it to be.”’ 

Traffic generated by the 
facility would be heayy with 
2,74S vehicles per day at, 
peak loads. 

Later in the meeting there 
came the suggestion of a 
land swap with Daon De- 
velopments locating in the 


proposed downtown core 
rather than the possible site, 
a temporary playground and 
land owned by Shell Canada. 


HEAVY INVESTMENT IN 
DOWNTOWN AREA 


Co-Chairman Tom Sentes 
told the audience that their 
tax dollars were invested in 
the downtown area to the 
tune of $1.2 million at eight 
percent interest - a heavy 
commitment to the 12 acres 
of land set aside for com- 
mercial development and 
four acres for civic. 

The final upshot of the 
meeting was a rush by 
residents to cough up $10.00 
each to form the Forest Lawn 
Community League under 
the Society’s Act of Alberta. 

Moves were also made to 
present council December 
6th with proposals for more 
citizen input as progress is 
made with St. Albert’s 
General Plan, and a delay 
will be requested on the 
Daon Development shopping 
centre proposal. 

Council will also be asked 
to set the ball in motion for 
proper community uses for 
the land in question. 

And the public at the 
meeting also passed by show 
of hands the establishment of 
a residential committee to 
liaise with the St. Albert 
MPC in future planning 
matters. 

It was decided to scrub the 
Daon Development land sw- 
ap proposal and a move for a 
‘Citizen In-put’’ bylaw was 
wiped out. 

There is the chance that 
the land for the shopping 
centre development can be 
rezoned to residential com- 
prehensive, a change from 
the 1972 (C-2) commercial 
zoning, as one resident 
pointed out. 

But perhaps it was the 
residents’ night for the most 
telling comments. 

‘*Let’s slow up - it’s a 
panic situation - and look at 
what we are doing - if we are 
to become a city.”’ 

Another resident, grasp- 
ing that zoning was not 
sacred and could be changed 
by political imput, suggested 
the development should stay 
as a small neighbourhood 
shopping centre, as origin- 
ally planned, with a service 
station added.

Safety Council reports on | 
active year - more members needed 


The St. Albert Safety 
Council held their annual 
general meeting on Thurs- 
day, November 18th, 1976. 
The meeting was well att- 
ended by the regular mem- 
bers. 

Following the reading and 
approval of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, re- 
ports were presented by the 
executive and committees. 
Chairman, Mrs. Betty Pim- 
blett, in her report, stressed 
the increasing difficulty of 
keeping programs going and 
the impossibility of adding 
additional projects without 
more members. This has 
been the pattern all year -- 
constant appeals for new 
members falling upon deaf 
ears -- and the same few 
people always called upon to 
do the work. 

Programs for the year 
basically followed those set 
out by the Alberta Safety 
Council, and courses were 
organized for St. John Am- 
bulance First Aid, Defensive 
Driving, Red Cross Swim- 
ming and the Pedal Pushers. 
The Block Parent program is 
co-ordinated by the Safety 
Council, together with the 
RCMP. 

The Pedal Pusher program 
was held during Child Safety 
Week in May. Despite an 
initial lack of volunteers, 
essential to the program, 
eventually enough people 
came forward and the course 
went well. Changes are 
planned in the initial or- 
ganization of the program 
next year. 

Home safety, fire safety 
and safety measures at 
hallowe’en were all covered. 
by program presentations on 
Capital Cable TV, Cable 5. 
Emphasis was given in July 
and August to boating and 
farm safety. 

The School Bus brief, on 
which a good deal of time 


was spent, is now under 
feview, as bus drivers, faced 
with increasing traffic and 
changed traffic conditions, 
changed their thinking. 

Several hazardous traffic 
situations were reviewed by 
the Safety Council and re- 
commendations made to the 
Town Council. As a result, 
stop signs were erected in 
two locations and restricted 
parking put into effect 
outside one school. 

The Safety Council has 
been active, with other 
groups in pressing for an 
ambulance service for the 
town. 

The Safety Council has 
given out literature on school 
bus safety and on the Block 
Parent program. The Block 
Parent film was shown each 
night at the Trade Fair. The 
Defensive Driving courses 
are extensively advertised, 
but response this year has 
been poor.

TOWN REPRESENTATIVE 


The chairman went on tc 
welcome Councillor Mar- 
garet Smith, re-appointed for 
another year as town council 
representative. 

She expressed thanks to 
the town administration, to 
Mr. Charles Gale and the 
Social Services Dept., to Mr. 
Bob Novikoff, Mr. George 
Demery and the Alberta 
Safety Council for help and 
advice during the year. 

She reminded the Safety 
Council that the application 
for a Provisional Charter as a 
branch member of the 
Alberta Safety Council had 
been granted by the Board of 
Directors taking effect De- 
cember 8th, 1975, and that 
application for an absolute 
Charter must be made before 
the Board of Directors’ 
meeting on December 13th of 


this year. 

At the conclusion of her 
report, Mrs. Pimblett ten- 
dered her resignation as 
chairman, though she will 
continue as a member of the 
Safety Council. Councillor 
Margaret Smith proposed a 
vote of thanks to Mrs. 
Pimblett for her work as 
chairman and for holding the 
safety council together dur- 
ing a time of great fluc- 
tuation in the membership, 
and consequent hard work on 
her part and on the part of 
Maureen Heuchert, then 
secretary-treasurer. Appre- 
ciation was expressed in the 
usual manner. 

The treasurer’s report fol- 
lowed, given by Maureen 
Heuchert. It showed the 
Safety Council well within 
budget -- partly because, due 
to lack of members, pro- 
grams have been curtailed, 
and activities, especially the 
last few months, kept toa 
minimum. 

A report on the Pedal 
Pushers program was given 
jointly by Marcella Talbot 
and Gary Buterman.

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Task Force to examine high cost of serviced lots 


The high cost of serviced 
lots and the scarcity of 
low-cost serviced lots will be 
the subject of an indepen- 
dent Federal-Provincial Task 
Force report, the federal 
government has announced. 
This is considered a topic of 
public concern due to its 
contribution to the high cost 
of housing. 

Becguse the consent of the 
municipality is necessary in 
the provision of low-cost 
serviced lots, the municipal 
approval process will be 
scrutinized. As this approval 
falls within provincial juris- 
diction, a federal-provincial 
approach was deemed app- 
ropriate. The report, due at 
the end of March, will 
present findings and draw 
factual conclusions. 

Major industrial associa- 
tions and the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities will 
be invited to submit briefs. 
Others who are considered 


by the chairman to be ina 
position to contribute will 
also be tendered invitations. 
To properly assess the 
scope of the residential 
serviced land problem, a 
variety of land markets with 
differing conditions will be 
studied. Markets such as 
Edmonton, Calgary, Toron- 
to, Ottawa and Vancouver, 
where lot prices are high, 
will be examined as well as 
those where the cost of 
services is high, such as 
Halifax and St. John’s. In 
some areas like Calgary, 
Ottawa and Winnipeg, pri- 
vate developers own a high 
percentage of the available 
land, whereas Regina and 
Charlottetown exhibit a high 
degree of public ownership. 
All these markets will come 
under task force scrutiny. 


TOTAL COST 
BREAKDOWN 
In the study of these areas. 
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several factors will be used 
as indicators of the pro- 
blem’s depth. The total cost 
of housing will be examined, 
considering the cost to the 
developer of purchasing and 
holding raw land and in- 
stalling services, as well as 
the amount of tax and de- 
velopment charges imposed 
by the municipality. Profits 
accruing to the developer will 
also be assessed. 

Another indicator is the 
escalation of serviced land 
prices. This will be looked at 
with an eye to the form and 
operation of the development 
approval process, servicing 
standards required and the 
time lapse between land 
acquisition and completed 
development. The extent of 
the developers’ control over 
the available supply of 
serviced lots will also interest 
the task force, as well as the 
extent of municipal resis- 
tance to development and of 
citizen resistance to high 
density medium and low-cost 
housing. 

The effect of government 
policy on inflated prices will 
be included in the reports 
observations, particularly the 
influence of taxation by all 
levels of government. Fed- 
eral and provincial land 
programs in the various 
housing agencies are expec- 
ted to be an additional factor. 
Even the Anti-Inflation Bo- 
ard will come under the task 
force’s eye, as to whether it 
has had a depressive effect 
on prices. However, in its list 
of factors affecting price, the 
federal government announ-

Cont’d From Page 1 
planned involves building 
and assembling structures 
and loose materials of chall- 
enging shape and function, 
then allowing the children to 
be guided by their ima- 
ginations. 

In reviewing desirable 
features of such a facility he 
specified that some sort of 
physical separation from the 
adult environment is needed, 
in the form of a surrounding 
trench, planter wall or 
treed mounds which provide 
an atmosphere of privacy. He 
also stressed the importance 
of using natural materials 
such as sand and wood in 
natural hues. These are pre- 
ferable to the synthetic 
materials such as concrete 
and steel as children are 
probably over-exposed to 
such man-made materials 
and relate better to a natural 
environment. Very little, if 
any, pre-manufactured play- 
ground equipment is planned 
for the playground. 

Mr. Savage went on to 
warn the group to anticipate 
resistance from parents. He 
explained that the element of 
challenge meant a danger 
factor, but assured the group 
that he had observed most

factors, infill in built-up 
areas, and re-development of 
central core areas all fall in 
this category.

their limits of strength and 
ability, and don’t exceed 
them.

America. This leaves a wide 
range of materials and 
equipment available. In res- 
ponse to a question he 
mentioned that stripped 
down fire trucks, train en- 
gines and other old pieces of 
equipment provide an ima- 
ginative play area. He added 
that range of usable mater- 
ials and structures is only 
limited by the imagination. 

Following Mr. Savage’s 
presentation the committee 
moved on to form sub 
committees, with at least one 
person volunteering to re- 
cruit for each committee. It is 
hoped they will be able to 
draw upon the resources of 
the community for designers, 
tradesmen, public relations 
people and ‘‘scroungers.”’

Logs, timber, rope, sewer 
tiles, rocks and hardware will 
all be considered. It is 
planned to pre-tabricate 
much of the project during 
the winter and committees 
will be on the lookout for 
available space for this 
phase.

On November 25 and 26 
the Consumers’ Association 
of Canada will be holding a 
presentation in the Grandin 
Shoppers’ Mall. Many read- 
ers may not be familiar with 
the workings of the Asso- 
ciation, its purpose and ob- 
jectives, and for this reason 
the following outline has 
been prepared to inclusion in 
this issue of the Gazette. 

The Canadian Consumers’ 
Association is comprised of a 
group of volunteers conc- 
erned about the rights of 
consumers, The objectives of 
the organization are: to 
include consumer education 
in the school curriculum, to 
develop a Canada-wide con- 
sumer information service, 
(the magazine, Canadian 
Consumer is sold on the 
newstands six times a year 
and consists of a survey 
results and information), to 
improve health-care delivery 
systems, to encourage waste 
recycling systems, to extend 
the system of standard sizing 
to adult garments, to clarify 
wording in warranties and 
guarantees, to incorporate 
the use of metric measure- 
ments, to improve the 
labelling on fabric and rug 
care, to improve safety 
standards for cars, school 
buses, tires, toys and cribs, 
to prohibit candy-flavoured 
ASA, to enforce the addition 
of Vitamin D to all milk, to 
enforce the standards for 
flammable fabrics, to remove 
the Federal Sales Tax on 
essential toilet goods. 

Some of the past acc- 
omplishments of the Cana- 
dian Consumers’ Association 
are: the establishment of 
ground beef standards and 
non-deceptive bacon pack- 
aging, the setting of stan- 
dards for industrial milk used 


in manufacturing and dairy 
products, the listing of 
nutritional values in standard 
terms on evaporated milk, 
the addition of Vitamin C to 
apple juice, the compulsory 
labelling of weight for 
cookies, the labelling of the 
expiry date on vitamins, the 
mandatory labelling of fibre 
content on textiles, the com- 
pulsory labelling showing 
country of origin, the es- 
tablishment of the Canada 
Standard Sizing for child- 
ren’s garments, the esta- 
blishment of standards for 
children’s car seats, the 
setting of standards for elec- 
tronic components for hear- 
ing aids, the establishment 
of Department of Consumer 
and Corporate Affairs, the 
Textile Labelling Act, the 
Hazardous Products Act, and 
the Packaging and Labelling 
Act. 

The Edmonton Branch of 
the Consumers’ Association 
provides a resource service 
and an education service for 
consumers through public 
meetings and shopping cen- 
tre promotions.

Mini-plants an answer 


By KENNETH McDONALD 


Intermediate technology 
is concerned with designing 
the implements which smal- 
ler communities can use to 


achieve self-sufficiency by de- 
veloping their own resources. 


Some of the devices in use 
in less developed countries 
could well have application 
to parts of Canada. Many are 
for use in agriculture. 


We have grown so accus- 
tomed to a food surplus pro- 
duced by about five per cent 
of the work force that we 
forget how much it depends 
on petroleum-based ferti- 
iizers, fungicides, pesticides 
and insecticides and a high 
degree of mechanization. It 
has been calculated that if 
the West, using its present 
methods, were to supply the 
rest of the world with food, 
it would exhaust known re- 
serves of fossil fuels in 30 
years. 


At present, we do not real- 
ly know whether these chem- 
icals present a danger to life 
on earth. But based on the 
growing shortages of fossil 
fuels alone, small-scale or- 
ganic farming is due for a 
revival. 


An example of intermedi- 
ate technology is a portable, 
hand-operated planter for 
grains which opens furrows 
for seed whether the land is 
plowed or unplowed. Simple, 
capital- and energy-cheap, it 
meters the desired amount 


of grain from its hopper and 
delivers the seed to the open 
furrow. 


In Ghana, brickworks are 
being built to fit the needs of 
small communities. A typical 
operation produces 10,000 
bricks per week and employs 
26 men from the village. The 
only import needed for one 
of these brickworks is a 10 
hp diesel which drives the 
clay mixer. No electrical 
power is used. 


These examples of inter- 
mediate technology show 
what is being done to help 
the less developed countries 
help themselves without the 
need for expensive imports 
of fuel and capital goods. 


An Institute for Appropri- 
ate Technology is being esta- 
blished in Montana and the 
Canadian Federation of In- 
dependent Business believes 
Canada should have one also. 
Its purpose would be to serve 
as a gathering point for all the 
knowledge being developed 
around the world in inter- 
mediate technology. 


Our present technology 
is so complicated and so ex- 
pensive that it determines 
the whole structure of our 
society. The way out from 
the big institutions and the 
forces of centralization is to 
develop a capacity to build 
mini-plants suitable for the 
less populated regions of 
Eastern and Western Canada.

want revised Provincial grant system 


Alberta school boards have 
paid out to commercial 
lending institutions in the 
last year an amount suffi- 
cient to buy 101 school 
buses, or build two 12-room 
schools or pay the salaries of 
122 teachers. 

In a release from the 
Alberta School Trustees As- 
sociation it was revealed that 
$2,443,027 has been spent in 
interest on interim loans, 
with barely half the boards 
responding so far. 

The association attributed 
this problem to the manner 
in which the Alberta govern- 
ment disburses its operating 
grants. Because of the diff- 
erence between the school 
fiscal year and the govern- 
ment’s fiscal year, a three- 
month hiatus in payments 
occurs during which most 
boards are compelled to 
borrow funds to cover opera- 
ting costs. The éscalating 
cost of educational services 
has year-by-year raised the 
amount boards were forced 
to contribute to commercial 
lending institutions, says the 


monies paid out by boards 
Dr. Alex Proudfoot said 
‘‘That's tax money, money 
taken from Albertans which 
had been allocated to edu- 
cation, and it’s going into the 
profit columns of banks and 
other lending institutions 
instead of into schools. The 
government isn't doing any- 
thing to change the situation, 
despite repeated requests 
from responsible school tr- 
ustees."’ 

At their annual convention 
the trustees again endorsed 
resolutions calling on the 
government to change the 
arrangement and permit 
educational money to be 
spent on education. 


KOZIAK COMMENTS 


In commenting to the 
Gazette on the association’s 
statements, the Hon. Julian 
Koziak, minister of educa- 
tion, agreed the problem 
arose from the difference in 
the fiscal years of the boards 
and the province. He ex- 
plained that government

EIGHT YEARS AGO 
[November 27th, 1968 Issue] 


The end of November 1968 marked the election of a new 
leader and premier of the Alberta Social Credit Party.

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Eight hundred blocks in Philadelphia have been 
organized for crime prevention under the Citizens Local 
Alliance for a Safer Philadelphia (CLASP), and it started 
with one woman. 

Ellie Wegener went into action after her best friend was 
assaulted in her own home in the city. A mother of two 
daughters, Mrs. Wegener discovered when discussing the 
attack on her friend that scores of women in her 
neighbourhood were so afraid of crime the police and even 
their own neighbours, that they are almost prisoners in their 
own homes. 

Starting with her own block, Mrs. Wegener began seeing 
that the women got to know each other better. Block leaders 
were elected and self defence techniques were studied along 
with crime prevention methods. CLASP now has a staff of 15 
and a recent evaluation showed that some major crime 
categories have been reduced up to 25 percent. Mrs. 
Wegener is well pleased that there has also been a big 
reduction in fear of crime. 

Recently a number of womens anti-crime groups met in 
St. Louis at a national conference that attracted an all-star 
line-up of male law enforcement officials who heard women 
tell success stories and what problems lay ahead. The 
Women’s Crusade Against Crime in St. Louis has gone past 
block organization and is now pressing for legislative and 
court reforms to reduce crime. St. Louis women made a 
special telephone line from 9 - S weekdays on which citizens 
may report suspicious activities in their neighbourhood. 

In Baltimore, causes of crime - unemployment, lack of 
education, poor recreation facilities came under attack by 
women. In New Orleans women organized for programs on 
property identification, purse-snatching defence and crime 
witnessing techniques. 

A secret witness program has led to several narcotic 
arrests which St. Louis police might never have been made 
otherwise.

CALGARY INNER CITY PARK DEPENDS 
MAINLY ON CMHC 


A plan to use Neighbourhood Improvement Funds for 
Victoria Park in Calgary's inner city will depend on a 
decision by federal and provincial housing corporations. 
Central Mortgage and Housing must decide and Alberta 
Housing must agree to a first-time decision to use 
Neighbourhood Improvement Funds in what the city 
planner calls the worst, most disadvantaged community of a 
big Canadian city, NIP funds come through the Residential 
Rehabilitation Program as ‘‘starter funds’’ to allow 
communities to do limited rehabilitation. This could prompt 
private business and homeowner investment in local 
projects. The funds come 50% from the federal CMHC, with 
the balance from AHC and the city. 

Strong opportion is expected from homeowners who fear 
the down-zoning of their land will affect their chances to sell 
for large sums to developers.

TEEN-AGE TERRORISTS INCREASING IN ULSTER 
From The Christian Science Monitor 


Teen-agers in Northern Ireland are becoming increasingly 
involved in terrorist violence. 


So far this year 215 boys and girls aged from 14 to 18 have 
appeared in court charged with serious terrorist offenses, 


according to figures released by the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary. 


Over the whole of last year the total of teen-agers charged 
on such counts was 175. 


Of those charged this year 20 youngsters - three of them 
under 16 years - were accused of murder. Another 18 youths 
were charged with attempted murder. Five children under 
14 were charged with planting gasoline bombs or with 
hijacking offenses. 


Over the weekend one murder was reported in a string of 
acts of violence. The victim was a young man who was shot 
dead as he was standing guard outside a Roman Catholic 
tavern in Belfast. 


His assailant was a passenger aboard a lightweight 
motorcycle who fired five shots at close range when the 
driver stopped outside the tavern. Both young men on the 
motorcycle looked like teen-agers out for a joy ride. After 
the shooting they disappeared into the Belfast traffic. 


The police are appealing to parents to control their children, 
warning that failure to do so could mean long years in 
prison. 


A police spokesman said that as older terrorists are being 
locked up in greater numbers, remaining terrorists are 
forcing youngsters into the front lines. He warned that once 
youngsters are lured into the terrorist organizations, their 
leaders will seek to ensure that there is no way out for them. 


The clear lesson for young people is to stay away from 
extremist organizations on both sides of the religious divide 
in Northern Ireland, the spokesman added. 


NEW COMBAT AIRCRAFT FOR CANADA? 


Several American aircraft manufacturers are beating a path 
to Ottawa seeking a $2-billion contract to supply Canada 
with a new combat aircraft. 


But in the midst of the familiar U.S. names - Grumman, 
McDonnell-Douglas, Northrop and General Dynamics - is a 
new name in the aviation industry: Panavia. 


Panavia, a consortium formed by British Aircraft Corp., 
Messerschmitt-Boelkow-Blohm of West Germany and 
Aeritalia of Italy, builds the multi-role Tornado. 


A spokesman for the defence department in Ottawa 
confirmed that the aircraft is among those being considered 
to replace Canada’s CF-101 Voodoo interceptors, CF-104 
Starfighters and CF-S Freedom Fighters. 


Purchase of the Tornado would be consistent with Prime 
Minister Trudeau's desire to lessen Canada’s dependence 
on the United States in trade. 


Representatives of Panavia told a Montreal press briefing 
last week they feel their aircraft is competitive with U.S. 
contenders, stressing the versatility, economy and 
sophistication of the Tornado. 


Roger Cresswell of Turbo Union Ltd., which builds 
Tornado’s RB-199 engines, said the aircraft has extremely 
long range and can operate in all weather conditions. 


Turbo Union groups Rolls-Royce, Fiat and Motoren und 
Turbinen Union. 


The Tornado’s twin engines are turbo-fan jets with 
afterburners. 


Mr. Cresswell said the Tornado is smaller and lighter than 
most of its competitors and is easier and cheaper to service. 
It also uses less fuel. 


Its electronics and engine are modular, allowing for fast 
replacement, 


The Tornado has variable-geometry wings, which means 
they can be extended for landing, take-off and subsonic 
flight, but swept back to attain speeds more than twice the 
speed of sound in the stratosphere. 


The aircraft can land and take off on short runways, can fly 
below an altitude of 200 feet guided by terrain-following 
radar and can cross the Atlantic without re-fuelling. It has a 
two-man crew - a pilot and a navigator-weapons specialist. 


The basic price of the aircraft is $10 million, which compares 
well with similar U.S. aircraft,

Last Monday night (Nov- 
ember 21, 1976) both myself 
and other members of 
council joined a number of 
other residents in St. Albert 
and attended a meeting held 
at the Community Hall to 
examine the merits of a 
68,630 square foot shopping

A number of motions were 
passed for consideration by 
council. One requested a 
moratorium on development 
on the site for a three month 
period or until the General 
Plan was presented (which- 
ever came sooner). Another 
requested arrangements to 
be made to facilitate addi- 
tional citizen input into the 
planning for the land use in 
the area and for input into 
the General Plan. In the 
main, the members attend-

ing the meeting re-affirmed 
the long standing tradition in 
St. Albert of citizen interest 
and involvement in the plan- 
ning and development of our 
community. The suggestions 
that were made were positive 
and the concerns that were 
expressed were real and well 
articulated. 

In closing, I would like to 
thank the residents for 
providing the council repre- 
sentatives on the Municipal 
Pianning Commission (Cou-

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Grade six topers cut down but teen-age smoking rising 


Is a program on the correct 
use of alcohol too sordid a 
topic for the tender ears of 
grade six students? Although 
some members of the District 
6 Protestant Separate School 
Board thought so at a recent 
meeting, the need for the 
announced program and 
poster contest was under- 
lined by a recent release 
from the Non-Medical Use of 
Drugs Directorate of Ottawa. 

The report, studying the 
use of alcohol and tobacco in 
rural Alberta schools, show- 
ed that not only do some 
Grade six students imbibe, 
but unlike some of their 
elders, they have acquired 
enough worldly wisdom to 
cut down. The study revealed 
that consumption had peaked 
in 1974 at all school levels, 
but has since declined, 
particuarly at the grade six 
level which showed a 10% 
decrease. However the use of 
tobacco is on the upswing. 
More than 4,800 students

ALCOHOL USE DOWN 


Amongst junior and senior 
high school students, the 
weekly use of alcohol has 
fallen off by about six 
percent. Students reporting 
the use of alcohol attained 
lower grades and a higher 
rate of absenteeism. One 
tenth of the students who 
drank reported missing sch- 
ool with alcohol-related ill- 
nesses and symptoms of 
hangovers such as nervous- 
ness, dizziness, headache 
and tiredness were noted. 

One quarter of the users 
reported problems with 
homework, fighting, loss of 
friends and minor theft. 
Three percent were charged 
with driving offences while

drinking and a_ similar 
number were involved in 
traffic accidents after using 
alcohol. 

However, despite the re- 
sultant physical problems, 
interpersowal difficulties and 
run-ins with the law, almost 
one half of the drinking 
students planned to continue 
drinking as it made them 
more at ease in_ social 
situations. 

While alcohol use has 
dropped since 1974, the use 
of tobacco increased by about 
eight percent, making smo- 
kers out of half the students 
studied. A decrease of 4.5 
percent was noted with grade 
six smokers while the num- 
ber of heavy smokers in the 
student population who sm- 
oked in excess of 10 cig- 
arettes a day dropped by 
slightly more than two per- 
cent. 

In some areas with a 
higher student rate of alcohol 
consumption a correspon- 
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ing rise in the use of 
marijuana and tobacco was 
noted. Areas reporting a 
lower rate of alcohol use did 
not demonstrate this in- 
crease in cannabis and cig- 
arette smoking. This would 


suggest that variable factors 
in different communities may 
determine the amount of 
non-medical drug use in an 
area. The study indicates 
there has been no dramatic 
change in the frequency of 


alcohol use among rural 
teen-agers since 1971. How. 
ever the report was careful 
not to minimize the ser. 
iousness of the alcohol 
problem faced by some 
teen-agers.

Is TM the route to self-improvement? 


Transcendental Medita- 
tion, hailed by many to be a 
rejuvenating, stress-reduc- 
ing practise, is criticized by 
an equally vocal number to 
be an expensive way to learn 
to ignore problems. 

There are various aspects 
of the technique which can 
be described in an objective 
manner and which should be 
made known to the public. 

Transcendental Medita- 
tion (TM) is purely a mental 
technique. There are no yoga 
positions, breathing exer- 
cises, or changes in lifestyle 
involved. On the other a 
student of TM will not reap 
all the benefits which acc- 
ompany such exercises or 
alterations in one’s life 
habits. 

It’s non-religious, explain- 
ing why rabbits, nuns and 
ministers as well as agnostics 
can do it without threat to 
their beliefs. 

The technique of TM 
involves turning the atten- 
tion inwards: eyes are closed 
and the mind uses a specific, 
meaningless sound which 
soothes the nervous system. 
Gently using the mantra 
(sound) the mind travels 
inward, thus transcending 
the experience. 

No concentration is in- 
volved, and one does not try 
to blank the mind of 
thoughts. It isn’t thinking 
about something, as in pro- 
blem-solvying or contempla- 
tion as emphasized in the 
religious traditions. 

TM began with Maharishi 
Mahesh Yogi, who started 


travelling around India about 
16 years ago, lecturing and 
telling people about a tech- 
nique of deep meditation 
unique in its simplicity and 
usefulness. 

TM is practiced for its 
benefits in activity, not for its 
own sake. It is an enjoyable, 
but not flashy experience. 
The mind settles down yet 
remains very alert, and the 
body gains deep rest con- 
sidered twice as deep as 
sleep. 

What happens as the mind 
settles down? Psychologists 
estimate that we use a very 
small portion of our mental 
potential. But, according to 
TM believers, when a person 
meditates, by releasing 
built-up stresses and strains 
in the system, the per- 
centage increases. There- 
fore, the mind becomes more 
orderly, clear and purpose- 
ful. And since action is based 
on thought, one’s activity 
becomes more useful and 
efficient. 

As mental activity de- 
creases during transcending, 
so does physical activity. 
Levels of rest as measured by 
oxygen consumption, blood 
chemistry, skin resistance 
(perspiration) ali indicate a 
uniquely profound state of 
rest. Proponents of the tech- 
nique believe that through 
TM the body is able to get rid 
of so much fatigue and 
deeply-stored stress that the 
individual feels physically 
rejuvenated, and energy 
levels remain high for a 
longer period of time.

In psychological testing it 
has been found that people 
who use TM exhibit: greater 
emotional stability, greater 
appreciation of their en- 
vironment and other people, 
increased job satisfaction 
and performance, greater 
ability to be alone, decreased 
depression, decreased feel- 
ings of inadequacy, and 
reduced irritability. This 


statement, made by a con- 
vert to TM, leaves one 
question unanswered - Gr- 
eater than what?

The TM program is not 
free. It costs money. And its 
value must be decided by the 
individual entertaining th- 
oughts of embarking on the 
course. It is hoped that some 
of the basic precepts of the 
technique have been outlined 
and that some of the areas 
have been pointed out in 
which a personal decision as 
to the advantages of the 
practice must be made.

Edmonton, Calgary food prices 


lowest in comparison study 


In a food prices survey of 
northwestern cities, Edmon- 
ton and Calgary residents 
emerged the most fortunate, 
paying the lowest prices, 
with Vancouver residents 
suffering the highest. The 
price index in the British 
Columbia city was 18% 
higher than that of the two 


Albertan cities. These were 
the results of a retail food 
price comparison report con- 
ducted by the Alberta Dep- 
artment of Agriculture, ann- 
ounced by Minister Marvin 
Moore. The study, an ex- 
tension of the existant food 
price monitoring system, 
compared prices on 43 items 
over a six week period during 
August and September. Ed-

US civic groups, clergymen fight spread of casinos 


as a rash of Las Vegas-style 
gambling halls coming to the 
east coast of the U.S.A. - 
business people and civic 
officials have their eye on 
tourist dollars and tax reven- 
ues. 

Law enforcement officials 
face the situation from a 
different angle. Casino gam- 
bling is the most difficult 
type of betting operation to 
police and regulate.

The National Gambling 
Commission in its two-year 
study, found that ‘‘Las Vegas 
nights’’ and bingo games are 
among the biggest gambling 
rip-offs, with charities and 


customers the victims. 

Many Atlantic City resi- 
dents are enthusiastic over 
the casinos approval, hoping 
that they will pump new 
investment into the depres- 
sed resort. 


CANADIAN EMPLOYERS 
PAID $3.8 BILLION 
FOR WORK NOT DONE 
THROUGH ABSENTEEISM 


The Financial Times, in a 
report on ‘‘workers who stay 
home’’ says that Canadian 
employers paid $3.8 billion 
last year for work that was 
not done. The Times esti- 
mate was based partly on a 
report by industrial research 
firm IR Research Services of 
Kingston, Ontario and the 
Nova Scotia government. 

That $3.8 billion repre- 
sents 125 percent of the cost 
of operating the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission 
in 1975. 

Absenteeism accounts for 
much more lost time than 
strikes and lockouts. 11 
million man days were lost 
last year through labour 
disputes. The figure for ab- 
senteeism at 745 million 
hours lost, works out to more 
than 93 million lost days. 

In northern communities 
absenteeism arrives with the 
hunting season and in the 
south it increases on sunny 
winter days that are ideal for 
skiing. General Motors re- 
ports absenteeism climbs to 
7 or 8 percent on Friday night 
shifts. Absenteeism rates for 
production workers were 
found to be higher than for 
‘office workers, and manage- 
ment absenteeism was less 
than for other groups.

In addition the IR report 
found absenteeism tends to 
be higher among union 
workers. 

Some employers have tried 
various incentives to keep 
workers on the job with 
results from poor to good. 
Other companies favour dis- 
cipline and say it should be 
progressive verbal warning 
to written warning, tempor- 
ary layoff and then dismissal. 

By late next summer 
business firms should have 
results from StatsCan, who 
are engaged in their first 
all-industry survey of paid 
employees absences from 
work. 


ALARMING RISE IN 
CONSUMER CREDIT 


Statistics Canada has re- 
ported a 17.6 rise in out- 
standing consumer credit in 
the year ending September 
30th, 1976, bringing the total 
consumer debt to over $21 
billion. Major credit holders 
are the chartered banks, 
Quebec savings banks, life 
insurance companies, sales 
finance and consumer loan 
companies, department stor- 
es and furniture and app- 
liance stores. 

The figures do not include 
credit unions who report 
outstanding balances quar- 
terly.

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Halt erosion of farmland 


By Stan Schellenberger, MP 
The issue of land use has 
only recently come to the 
forefront in discussions of 
Canadian agricultural policy. 
Complacent in the know- 
ledge that Canada is the 
second largest country in the 
world, Canadians have been 
slow to realize the impor- 
tance of land as a non- 
renewable resource. Yet 
through the mismanagement 
of our land, we have created 
urban sprawl and eroded the 
productive base of our 
country. The problem of land 
use has reached such pro- 


portions that unless govern- 
ment action is taken in the 
very near future, we will be 
unable to feed our own 
population by the end of the 
century. 

The crux of the problem is 
that despite Canada’s huge 
land mass, only 13% of the 
land can be regarded as 
agriculturally productive. Of 
this arable portion, only .5% 
can be classified as prime 
agricultural land. Most of 
this fertile soil is located in 
the heavily populated areas 
of the country (Southern 
Ontario and the St. Lawrence 


lowlands) and hence is most 
vulnerable to urban en- 
croachment. Science Council 
projections estimate that the 
population of Canada will 
reach 34 million people by 
the end of the century. If past 
demographic trends contin- 
ue, the bulk of the population 
increase will occur in the 
most valuable agricultural 
areas. 

The conflict between in- 
creasing population and sc- 
arce land resources is evi- 
dent. Agriculture Canada 
has estimated that land 
equivalent to a 250 acre farm

Concern was expressed by 
Mr. Allan Macpherson, first 
vice-president of Alberta 


is taken out of production 
somewhere in Canada every- 
day. Most of this land is used 
to accommodate urban ex- 
pansion. At this rate, the 
number of acres of produc- 
tive farmland in Canada will 
be cut in half by the year 
2000. If this projection holds 
true, our self-sufficiency in 
food production will be lost 
and we will be unable to 
provide food exports for 
developing countries. 

While the statistics are 
frightening, government ac- 
tion can and must halt the 
erosion of our farmland. 
Land use policy is largely a 
provincial responsibility but 
there is room for federal 
involvement in this area. The 
federal government must 
take the initiative in enacting 
legislation which wili pre- 
serve prime farmland for 
agricultural use only. In 
addition, it must act as a 
co-ordinator for provincial 
land use legislation, thereby 
establishing an effective 
overall national policy. 

While provincial govern- 
ments have begun to take the 
problem of land use ser- 
iously, much of the present 
legislation is inadequate. In 
some cases the regulations 
are not stringent enough and 
in others they are simply 
ignored. A recent report 
commissioned by the Food 
Prices Review Board advo- 
cates a nuinber of additional 
options by which to preserve 
our farmland. These options 
include preferential property 
taxation for farmers, public 
ownership of urban fringe 
lands, the acquisition of 
public conservation ease- 
ments over private land and 
policies designed to make 
farming more attractive. 

In addition, I think it might 
be feasible for provincial 
governments to subsidize the 
purchase of top quality land, 
if this land is to be used for 
agricultural purposes. Thr- 
ough the provision of incen- 
tives for industry, provincial 
governments could also en- 
courage the development of 
towns located on lesser 
quality agricultural soils. In a 
recent speech by Arnold 
Malone, MP for the riding of 
Battle River, he pointed out 
that of the major cities on the 
Prairies, Winnipeg, Regina, 
Saskatoon, Lethbridge, Red 
Deer, Edmonton and Grande 
Prairie are all built in the 
middle of old geological 
lakebeds. Thus, every major

Prairie city is built on silted 
out soil, a prime resource for 
food production. We must 
ensure that future urban 
growth does not occur on our 
best farmland. 

While the mismangement 
of our land should be of great 
concern to Canadians, it is 
also an issue of global 
importance. We are faced 
with the stark fact that 
12,000 children die in the 
world every day from malnu- 
trition. As one of the few 
remaining nations which 
export food, we must ensure 
that the volume of our food 
exports is not diminished. 
This can only be accomp- 
lished if we act quickly to 
stop the squandering of our 
land resources. It is true that 
Canada is in no position to 
feed all of the hungry world. 
We can, however, make a 
substantial contribution thr- 
ough our wheat, skim milk 
powder and other food ex- 
ports. In addition, we must 
make a concerted effort to 
export our technological ex- 
pertise in order that farming 
in developing countries may 
be made more efficient and 
productive. As an agrologist, 
I am well aware of the 
substantial productivity in- 
creases which can be realized 
through the use of modern 
agricultural techniques. 

Productive agricultural 
land can no longer be 
regarded as a commodity 
which can be bought and sold 
freely on the market place, 
without assurance that it will 
be kept productive. Rather, if 
we are to ensure our future 
food supply and survive as a 
nation, land must be pro- 
tected as a vital natural 
resource. The government 
must begin to place as heavy 
an emphasis on rural policy 
as it presently does on urban 
policy. Up until now, food 
production has taken a back 
seat to industrial policy in 
government planning. This 
set of priorities must be 
altered immediately. 


week. He said, ‘‘The entire 
secondary agricultural pro- 
cessing industry is being 
threatened by recent de- 
velopments in freight char- 
ges for processed products.’’ 

Alberta Food Products, a 
new company formed two 
years ago to construct a 
rapeseed crushing plant near 
Fort Saskatchewan, suffered 
a severe setback as a result 
of changes and proposed 
changes in the freight 
charges on rapeseed and 
rapeseed products.

He said, 
‘The Food Prices Review 
Board, in one of its final 
reports, made a number of 
allegations about marketing 
boards. Despite the fact that 
a number of the points raised 
have been effectively dis- 
counted, suspicions have 
now been planted and all 
marketing boards are being 
branded with the same 
suspicion.”’ 

“It is indeed a strange 
world where, on the one 
hand, the Federal Govern- 
ment encourages the forma- 
tion of unions to increase 
their bargaining power,”’ 
said Mr. Macpherson, ‘‘wh- 
ile at the same time, casting 
aspersions on food producers 
when they unite to increase 
their marketing power.”

Personal income tax de- 
ductions will be increased by 
8.6 percent for the 1977 
taxation year as a result of 
the federai government’s 
indexing plan. This will 
reduce revenues in 1977 by 
$950 million. 

Under the indexing plan, 
which was approved by 
Parliament in 1973 and in- 
troduced with the 1974 
taxation year, major personal 
exemptions, deductions and 
tax bracket limits will be 
increased each year accor- 
ding to changes in the 
Consumer Price Index. The

Bill C-97, an Act to Amend 
the Income Tax Act, was 
tabled in the House: of 
Commons on June 30, 1976. 
It proposed that for the 1976 
and subsequent taxation 
years, the amounts of per- 
sonal exemptions and de- 
ductions be rounded to the 
nearest ten dollars. For 1977, 
as a result of the application 
of the new indexing factor 
and the proposed rounding 
provision, the basic personal 
exemption will increase to 
$2,270 from its rounded level 
of $2,090, applicable to the 


current year. Similarly, the 
married exemption will in- 
crease to $1,990 from $1,830, 
and the deduction for the 
aged and disabled will in- 
crease to $1,420 from $1,310. 
In addition, the maximum 
exemption for children under 
age 16 will rise to $430 from 
$390, while for children aged 
16 or over the corresponding 
increase is to $780 from $720. 

The 8.6 percent indexing 
adjustment is based on the 
increase in the average 
Consumer Price Index for the 
12-month period ending in 
September, 1976, over the 
corresponding average for 
the preceding 12-month-per- 
iod and reflects the inflation 
experience of the pre-control 
as well as the control period.

The flu which could threaten Albertans this winter 

is commonly known as ‘Swine’ flu. This does not mean 
you can get it from pigs or eating pork...rather, it 
seems that pigs can suffer much like humans, from a 
similar strain. The flu is caused by a new type of 
virus, and a lot of people are unprotected against it. 


Most people have experienced the miserable 
discomforts that come with winter flu...coughing, 
soreness, nausea and depression. These disabilities are 
not too serious, but the disease can be accompanied 


by a viral pneumonia which could prove serious. 


A provincial immunization program to protect 
Albertans against the flu will be started as vaccine 
supplies become available.

announcements in your area. 


The program is directed to those most likely to be 
affected severely by a bout of the flu. It is also aimed at 
those workers who must keep essential services 
operating. The program will begin soon, with 
immunization of the chronically ill; this will be 
followed by immunization of all other eligible groups. 


If you belong in one of the categories listed , then 
you should receive the vaccine.
